EDITORIAL 
RELOCATE WISELY 


"Two young men who left your center in May to work 
with tne Marborn Corporation inGary, Indians have left 
Merborn to attend an optical eyuipment school in 
Brooklyn, New York. Frou now on 1t will be hard to 
convince Marborn Corporation and other Gary employers 
to hire American Japanese, 

"We have encountered a growing feeling of disgust 
on the part of employers toward. nisei who quit war 
plant jobs to go to school. The employer feels and 
we ave inclined to agree with him that since all phy- 
sically fit Caáucusian boys are asither in the ermed 
servicss or in ossential var industrics, and cre not 
able to loave cither place to rsud school books, that 
Amoricun Jopanese toys should do thoir psrt tov.rd aid- 
ing the wer cffort 2nd plice second their appetite for 
personul srudition. 

"Vio realize, of course, thst nisei have not the 
sumo dreft stctus us Caucssian boys. However, tho 
public sees only th:t they do not choose to volunt-or 
their services ənd suen unwilling to serve in industry. 

"The unfolding practice of nisei to leave a job 
ater just a few weeks' work will do the WRA no good. 
We go to considerable trouble to make placement possi- 
ble and the employer encounters cortein difficulties 
in trcining tho worker. If the worker dep.rts with 
niste soon uftcr loarning how to pcrform his job prop- 
crly, the omployer will be not a littl: cntegonistic 
to all ovacuess," 

So wrote Elmer L. Shirrel, relocation supervisor for 
the Chicago area to one of the other projects recently. 
Shirrel's letter bears out the predictims ani wernings 
issued by various individual and. center newspapers 
concerning the inudvisubility or evacuees relocating 
to various parts of the country without definite plans 
of sticking to their jobs. 

There are too many nisai leaving the center without 
rselizing just how decisive n stop they uro taking. 
Thero arc too nany vho fZ8il to undorst.nd the respon- 
sibilitics that they assunu once they havo re-entered 
the lifs of normalcy on the outside. 

Thos2 who sre contemplating reloc.tion should bear 
in mind that thcir responsibilities include not only 
the ecrning of their own livelihood and the proparing 
for tho timo when th.y could provide sheltor and food 
for their families still remiining in the ceaters, but 
&lso tho cdded burden of scting 3s omisscrics for thoso 
who are to follow lutcr. The ccetions and behaviors of 
a fow may dccide the quostion of whether the nisei as 
a whole will be accepted by the communitics where they 
my We 

Even worse, thu development of unfavornblo public 
sentiment ageinst th: nisoi may recult in violences si- 
milar to the so-called 'race' riots cf somo months a- 
go. Be sure that you, vhen you leave the center, haye 
a Gefinite job picked--a job thet you arə suro of 
sticking to. Othorwise, tho chancos nre you will be 
enlled a 'tuo-weex Jupi'

Boy Scout uctivitics at 
all relocation centers re- 
ceived furtharimpctus last 
woes when it was unnounced 
by WRA headquarters in 
Weshington that 4 formel 
agreumont nos been signed 
by WRA end Netional Boy 
Scout headauurters in ew 
York. 

The new agresment, which 
ig a revision of a previous 
stetument issued on June 
15, 1942, extends the same 
rights and privileges to 
Scouts nnd. Cubs at the cen- 
ters as are given totroops 
in other cities. Scout 

rogrens at the ccontors 
may include. comping, vic- 
tory gardens, cumporées, 
Pluys and other popular 
scouting ectivities. 

Ono of the most impor- 
tant provisions of the a- 
greoncnt is ono which will 
permit scouts whose families 
ere preparing to relcoute 
in the noar future to trans- 
for to troops in other 
communities,.as well as in 
other relocution centers. 
Scouts or leaders planning 
to move should secure trens- 
fers berore leaving the 
center; transfers must te 
presented to the locél 
Scout Council as soon c3 
Scouts have moved to & new 
cormunity. 

In signing the declara- 
tion, Scout officials em- 
phasized the importance of 
maintsthning troops within 
tho various centers and &- 
sured the WRA of full 
cooreration in furthering 
scouting programs.
